At  certain  times  there 
is  lioiind  to  be  someone  about  who  will 
readily  i)ick  u\)  the  words  of  the  speak- 
er, and  thus  the  last  to  utter  the  objec- 
tional speech  will  become  worse  than 
the  first.  -V  person  who  is  clean  in  his 
eomeisation  is  a  credit  to  the  commun- 
ity.
